It should be emphasised that tho last 
thing which Great Britain desires. is 
that Taly’s position in Europe should 
be weakened, becauso it is on the 
‘basis of equality for all nations that 
the structure of European peace has 
{to be erected. Unfortunate there are 
indications enough to justify the belief 
‘that up to the present the Italian 
armies have not ‘made the progress 
‘that was originally expected of them. 
It was for that reason that Marshal 
}De Bono was relieved of his command, 
Jand Marshal Badoglio put in his place, 
as it was expected that the Intter 
would be able to devise a speedier 
plan of campaign. ‘That, howover, has 
hot eventuated, and with the expected 
arly resumption of the rains, it is to 
bbe antleipated that littl, if any pro- 
gress can be made until next Seplem= 
ber ushers in the dry season again. It 
sa paradox that though tho Ttalian 
campaign is so heartily disapproved 
‘of, there is very real anxiety over the 
effet that a, frustration of ‘atlan 
ambitions might have on the interna- 
tionat “situation, and it Is for that 
reason that the sanctionist Powers 
may be expected to move very 
cautiously. 





A SEVERE BLOW 

Mr. Roosevelt has sustained th 
severest defeat of his three years of 
administrotion in the decision of the 
US. Supreme Court to the effect that 
the ‘original Agricultural Adjustment 
‘Administration and the amending Act 
‘were unconstitutional, “for in the 
terms of the judgment they con- 
roverted the general welfare clause 
Jn the ‘constitution “which did not 
warrant any New Deal plan and docs 
no more than provide taxes for 
‘general welfare.” What the President 
can do to mect the situation thus 
created it is dificult to forecast, and 
perhaps, rash to do so, but on the 
{face of the reports to hand it wou!d 
seem that the Supreme Court has in 
effect ruled that unusual methods 
cannot be used to meet unprecedent- 
ed situations, and that whatever cures 
fare to be found for the depression 
from which the United States has not 
jyet emerged, will have to be dis- 
‘covered within the terms of the Con- 
stitution; in other words the present 
government will have to yo back 12 
those “horse and buggy’ days” of 
which the President spoke so feeling- 
ly when commenting on_an earlier 
Hiudement of the same Court. ‘The 
dissenting judgment is Interesting us 
showing "the diversity of views 
‘amongst the Judges concerned.

THE REMEDY 


‘Too great importance need not be 
Jattached to the stinging attack which 
[the Scripps-Howard newspapers ia 
the United States have launched 
Jagainst the United States Supreme 
[Court over its ruling invalidating the 
Agricultural Adjustment Acts on the 
‘ground of unconstitutionality. ‘There 
is not the slightest doubt that the 
(Court, in making its pronouncemer 
was acting in a manner which has 
been thoroughly well established by 
precedent. There may be some reason 
{to believe that the ruling was wrons, 
for even Supreme Courts, being but 
human, are liable to err. How for 
the attacking journils are guilly o° 
Jeontempt of court by suggesting that 
it is “in polities up to the neck” 
may be a matter for argument, but 
janyone who has watched the conduct, 
Jor the Supreme Court and the very 
manifest impartiality of its judgments 
would hesitate a long time before 
Jendorsing the criticism whieh has 
[been made. There is no question of 
the United States being ruled by a 
judicial oligarchy. ‘That could only. 
the appoinices to the Suprein« 

[Bench were expected to take to th 
execution of their office the same 
[political opinions which may original- 
ly have secured preferment for them. 
[The Court as it is at present establish 
Jed is a very useful protection of the 
[people against possibly cecent 
egislation by a party overwelmingly 
in power, for if the Court could not 
thus invalidate certain enactments, it 
is apparent that a long time might 
have to pass before a complete 
bouleversement at the polls would 
bring about the repeal, of such Acts, 
by the return to power of the opposi: 
tion. “President Roosevelt's real rem~ 
edy ‘is to seek to amend the Con- 
stitution, That, “unfortunately may 
Prove a long and tortuous method of 
securing adjustment, though it is cer- 
tain that if the Constitution docs in 
act obstruet the due execution of the 
jwill of the people, ‘that sovereign 
Power must prevail and the constitt- 
ton must be amended to ensure that

‘fon of the promises of mutual sup- 
ort in the event of aggression by 
Ualy, over which but a few weeks 
‘ago there was, at least in the British 
‘mind, no tile doubt, Tt is, perhaps, 
Dut ‘natural that some circles in 
Berlin would sce in this move 
‘evidence of an Anglo-French defence 
scheme against possible German 
aggression as well ag Ttalian, but that 
has already been strongly denied in 
London. It is unthinkable that Ger- 
many. should be considering any such 
‘step or that Great Britain should 
hhave to take such a possibility into 
consideration when, combining with 
France and the ‘other sanctlonist 
Powers, she is merely meeting her 
obligation ag a member of the League 
‘of Nations, " Obviously when Britain 
ig able to remove a large portion of 
her fleet from a sea in’ which it 
would not normally ‘be stationed, the 
only possible place it could go to was 
that whence it came, To see in the 
restoration of the status quo ante 
‘anything more than anormal deve 
‘opment can only result from seeking 
‘offence where none Is elther com: 
mitted or intended, 





A CONTRAST 
No opinions could be wider apart 
than those of the Senators. speaking 
for the United States silver bloc, and 
‘such experts as Messrs, Handy & 
Harman of New York, whose review 
for 1035, which has Just been fssued, 
dealing extensively with the question 
of the United States purchases of 
the white metal. Senator King, whose 
remarks én the subject are published 
{in another column finds every pos 
sible reason for the present failure 
of the USS. silver purchasing policy,

A NEW ATTEMPT 
With all the United States awaiting 
caxerly the decision of the Supreme 
Court on the constitutionality of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, the Bank 
hhead Cotton Control Act, andthe 
disposition of $200,000 of rice-process 
ng taxes, lawyers for the Adminis- 
tation are busily engaged in drafting 
& new Dill designed to replace the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act-and to 
‘maintain some of its prineipal features 
without the likelihood of again meet- 
ing with an adverse” decision in the 
highest Court. Itis clear that what was 

for by the Agricultural Ad- 
Justinent Act is still being looked for 
by the measure which is in. process 
of formulation. It is possible that

Nation Must Be Militarized, Discipline Observed, and 
National Virtues Revived 


Nanking, Jan. 7. 
‘A lotgthy discertalion on Individual 
condtiet and the fundamentals oi 
ational Teeonstruetion was made by 
Gon. ‘Chiang Kal-siek at the weekly| 
memorial service at Central Party 
Headquarters, yesterday. 

“We must not blame fate, but must 
franldly admit that our effects at na 
tional revolution und national recon- 
Struction have wot yet been adequate: 
Ghough,” sald Gen, Chiang. “The in 
dividual, as well as the Party and 
the State, must follow a new spirit 
and make new efforls at progress 
every day. ‘Only thus ean a new life 
be ereated and a new nation bull! up. 
‘We must constantly examine and in: 
spect our own Individual life, and 
Search our own conscience. We must 
hot be atraid of rectifying our mis- 
Takes and faults. Moreover, we must 
also persuade our comrades to correct 
thelr whenever we see any. This 
isa duty of each member of the 
Revolutionary Party, 

“It we see the faulls of our com- 
rades ‘and fail to call attention to} 
them with a view to thelr rectifieation, 
ive ahall be falling Ina duty to ow 
solves, to our comrades, and to our 
Party. Por instance, if one or two 
comades should come into the aud: 
forlum of Central Parly Headquarters 
Im bedroom slippers to atlend the 
‘weekly memorial service, It would be 
A duty to call attention to the im= 
Bropriety, ‘This may seem avery 
small matter, but Individual training] 
begins with the small details of every 
day life including clothing, | food 
shelter, and movement. So’ far as 
‘ur clothing Is concerned, we must} 
seek Udiness and cleentiness. 

‘Must Be stiliarized 
lkowiso, in whatever we do, we 
must seek thoroughness and perfec~ 
lon. ‘The reason we have not been 
able to being peaco and order to the 
country during the past eight, yea 
ince the establishment of the Nation- 
AI Government. Is simply because we 
hhave ignored Uhis important prinetpl 
Henceforth, th 
dallyings the nation must be mitltar= 
fzod, Discipline must be strictly 
‘observed, and the national virtues of 
propriety, righteousness, honesty, and 
Honour revived. ‘The virtue of prot 
ety implies militarization (regime 
tallon). ‘This virtue must be observed 
modern revolutionists and 
eltizens, “Unless we militartze the 
country, we cannot become, modern 
eitizens, we cannot attain nattonal in 
dependence and equality, and we 
‘cannot convert our country Into 9 
modern St 

‘By. militarization, however, we do 
not mean that every eltizen of the 
Ropublie should be armed to the 
teeth, We do mean, however, that he 
should observe the military virtues 
Of. wisdom, faithfulness, kindness, 
courage, and discipline. He must 
Understand and obsorve the virtues 
of propriety, righteousness, honesty 
and honour: he must have a sense of 
responsibility and observe discipline.” 

World Fellowship 

‘Turning more specifically to the 
principles of psychological, revolution 
And. national reconstruction, Gen. 
Chiang sald— 

"phe ultimate alm of the Revolu- 
tion is {0 realize ‘world fellowship: 
nother words, fo pacity the world 
lund propagate virlue to every quarter 
fof the earth, In order to attain this 
sbjective, we mist enforee the, Three 
People's Principles as expounded by 
the Tate Dr. Sun Yat-sen. “These prin- 
ciples should be enforced not only in 
‘China, But, in course of time, through 
out the ‘world. Before we can 
paeity the world, however, we must 
First put our own house in order. In 
order to pacity the country, we must 
fest rule the family. In a narrow 
sense, the family means simply | 
Household, Tn a broader sense, how- 
ever, it includes all civie and Gov- 
ernment organs, including the 
Revolutionary Party and the schools. 
We must maintain publle peace and 
drier. Beonomically, we must, bring 
Shout an. equitable distribution of 
wealth, For only thus can we insure 
permanent peace and security. 

“Before one can rule the family, 
however, one must train oneself mor~ 
ally; Fegulate his body, so to speak. 
The reason the Kuomintang. in. the 
baat has alte fo alleviate the sulfer- 
ings of the people, is because the 
members The Party have 
falled' to pay adequate _attention| 
to. thelr Individual moral train~ 
ing. We have, therefore, failed 
to” win the implicit eonfidence|

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CURRENCY REFORM 
Jan, 11. 


Important foreign banks have 
now agreed {o hand their silver over 
to the Chinese Government in con- 
formity with the regulations of 
November 4, This marks another| 
definite stage in the development of 
the currency reform scheme, ‘That 
‘scheme was the direct outcome of 
the combined effects of the adverse 
trade balanee and the American 
silver purchase policy. ‘The Gov- 
‘ernment last summer began acutely 
to fool that, despite palliative action 
whereby the exchange situation-had 
deen met in the imposition of a 
variable equalization rate in October, 
1934, despite the strengthening of the 
banking system by the amalgama~ 
tion of the three principal Chinese 
Banks undor Government control 
‘and with the co-operation of the 
Foreign Banks, steps would have 
to bo taken to deal with the ex- 
change situation and the trade, 
stagnation of which it was at once 
the index and an important factor. 
Various circumstances inclined the 
Government to delay. For one 
thing, in view of the then pending 
visit of Sir Fredorick Leith Ross, it 
‘was felt that it would be preferable 
to defer action on the scheme until 
he had arrived. The precipitate 
fall in the exchange value of the 
dollar in the latter part of October 
and political alarums arising out of 
the regrettable attempt on Mr, 
Wang Ching-wel’s life impelled Dr. 
Kung to act, although the Leith- 
Ross Mission, which had arrived on 
September 21, had not had time to. 
develop full’ investigations. On 
November 4 the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment formally announced the details| 
of its proposed currency reform 
scheme which rendered bank notes: 
inconvertible, and made the export 
of silver unprofitable by imposing 0 
prohibitive equalization charge—in 
short the abandonment of the silver. 
slandard. Silver stocks were to be: 
nationalized and a Currency Reserve 
Board created to take over charge 
of the note issue reserves and 
bullion in exchange for notes to the 
same nominal amount issuable by the. 
three Government Banks. ‘Those 
Banks were authorized to buy and 
sell forcign exchange in. unlimited 
‘quantities in order to maintain ox- 
change at the then existing level. 
‘The Government, giving preliminary 
notice to the ‘foreign exchange 
banks, obtained tentative assurances 
of co-operation, At the request of, 
the British Banks who desired their 
position to be clarified, the British 
Ambassador took emergency steps 
to prohibit the uso of silver currency 
by British nationals under King’s 
Regulation. 


In the months preceding the prom-| 
ulgation of the scheme there had 
been discussion of the possibilities 
of a forelym loan for the purpose of 
assisting China to cope with her 
monetary problems. Indeed, the re- 
presentations reporied to have been 
made by the Chinese Government 
‘on that subject had in a large 
measure tiven rise to the British 
Government's decision to delegate 
ils Chict Economie Adviser, Sir 
Frederick Leith-Ross {0 report on 
the position.on the spot.

The 
Government's regulations, as they 
were issued, successfully avoided 
disturbance of the market. 


Tf Is hoped that the passage of time| 
will firmly consolidate the scheme. 
Dr. Kung and his colleagues in the| 
Government are believed to be| 
fully impressed with the need for} 
transforming promises into deeds. 
The creation of a sound central 
‘banking system and the balancing, 
lof the budget are urgent obliga~| 
tions. ‘They cannot be fulftied in 
a few weeks, but there should be 
the least possible delay in preparing 
the ground for thelr establishment, 
now that they have been adopted 
in principle. ‘The experience of the 
‘two months which have elapsed, 
since the reforms were announced, 
fs not discouraging but China has| 
stil important monetary problems 
to solve, Apart from the plans to| 
lereate a sound central banking 
system and balance the budlget,| 
the Government has also to be 
vigilant in attending to the 
Jdangers inherent in the activities 
fof speculators and the weokness of 
some of the commercial banks.

lover the Himalayan passes into what 
he Knows as Chinese Turkestan, 
Tneidentally it may be observed that 
tho Himalayes present an effective 
strategic barrier to Indian contact 
‘with Sinkiang as well as hampering 
the peaceful access of Indian traders. 
From a strategie point of view, 
therefore, the spread of Soviet in- 
fluence in Sinkiang is not of much 
concern to India or Great Britain, 
The picture of sinister Russian 
‘machinations in Sinkiang is not em= 
phatically adopted by Mr, Fleming 
who is inclined to the view that 
“Russia does not really know what 
jshe is up to in Chinese Central 
Asia.” The ‘Tsarist regime took 
pains to foster Russian trade in 
‘Sinkiang by subsidising merchants 
with the bounty system. ‘The pres- 
ent dispensation has given even 
better assistance to the Soviet trader 
by railway development up to the 
‘Sinkiang border. With her Influence 
jdominant at Urumehi there seems to 
be no reason why Sovict Russia 
should prejudice her political and 
jeconomie advantages in Sinkiang by 
oreing a formal break between that 
province and Nanking, especially as 
General Sheng Shih-tsai has been 
Jeonfirmed in his Chairmanship. Yet,

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SILVER QUERIES 
c Jan, 9. 


The Silver Senators may still 
exercise considerable voting power 
but it seems that the Roosevelt 
Administration is not prepared so| 
complaisantly to continue to court 
them in the light of the growing 
signs of public dissatisfaction with 
the resulls of the Silver Purchase: 
policy. Recent events have justi- 
fled the view that the American 
‘Treasury is not prepared to persist 
In accumulating silver at exorbitant 
prices. ‘The dramatic cessation of 
American purchases last_ month 
brought the price of silver in 
London down to 26d an ounce and 
further drops occurred so that on 
‘Tuesday the quotation was 20.75d. 
The highest gure reached during. 
1935 was 36.254. ‘The monthly 
averages {ended to rise in the carly 
part of the year, being 24.584., 
24.81d., 27.384,, 30.99d,, 33.874, in 
the first five months ‘respectively. 
June showed a slight fall, as. the 
result of definite signs of weaken- 
ing in the United States’ Trearury's: 
readiness to force up the price at 
all costs. From 32.354 in June the 
monthly average fell to 30.394 in 
July, 29.48d in August and. 29.26d 
in September. A remarkable steadi- 
ness ruled until on December 
9 the collapse already noted took’ 
place, ‘The bull speculators who’ 
felt perturbed and ill-used had 
evidently overlooked the fact that] 
the Silver Purchase Act assigned 
no time limit to the obligations 
which it Imposed on the American 
Treasury, namely in the purchase of| 
silver until a ratio of 75 per cent. 
gold to 25 per cent, silver in the 
monetary stocks had been reached 
or the price of the metal had been 
raised to U.S.$1.29 or 62d an cumee. 
It fs clear that the American Gov- 
ernment can effectively suspend its 
silver purchase programme _and| 
Keep to the letter of the Act by| 
taking advantage of this absence of 
the time factor. 

‘The situation is bewildering. It 
will be recalled that when ’ the 
Silver’ Senators intensified their 
pressure on their Government 
their contention was that the 
artifical enhancement of the world 
price of silver would  stimulate| 
China's purchase of American goods 
in that it would raise the value of 
the Chinese dollar. At the time 
vigorous protests were made by 
Jeading Chinese bankers and busi 
ness men, who drew pointed atten 
tion to the significance of China's 
adverse trade balance and, in view 
of the then pending ratification of 
the London Silver Agreement, 
endeavoured to expound the incom= 
patibility of the proposed purcha: 
programme with that Agreement 
main objectives—the mitigation of 
fluctuations in the price of silver 
and the defence of silver coinage. 
Tt is true, of course, that, the 
proclamation which announced the 
United States! ratification of the 
Agreement on December 21, 1933, 
declared that It was necessary to 
enhanee and stabilize the price of 
silver in order to “augment the 
purchasing power of  silver-using 
countries by appreciating the 
eurvencles of such countries” but 
China's ratifleation showed previ- 
sion of the possible dangers by 
reserving freedom of action in deal- 
ing with her basic monetary. 
standard if “changes in the relative 
value of gold and silver” adversely 
affected the “economic condition of 
the Chinese people, contrary to the 
spirit of stabilizing the price of 
silver as embodied in this agree- 
ment.” ‘The protests were of no 
practical avail although the United 
States Government, after the Silver 
Purchase Act had’ been passed in 
June 1934 and the Presidential 
proclamation of the nationalization ' 
of silver on August 9 of the same 
year, expressly disclaimed any 
desire to hamper other governmen- 
{al action in protection of silve: and 
promised to “avoid as far as may 
be possible, disturbances to the 
economy and public finances of 
China.” ‘This, unfortunately, did 
not prevent 'the drain of ‘silver 
which compelied the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, in October 1934, to apply 
to the resultant exchange situation 
the palliative of.a varlable equaliza- 
tion charge on silver exports. 

By that time the silver champions 
had abandoned thelr original pretext 
or had gently allowed it to fade into 
the background. ‘They now affect 
to believe that the accumulation 
of silver enables the United States 
‘Treasury to further the stabilize: 
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{tion of world currencies. Comment 
‘on this view is provided by the 
New York correspondent of “The 
Times” in a message dated Decem- 
ber 15:

markedly from the impressions 
Jwhich might be formed on other 
revelations emanating from Wash- 
ington. ‘Decisions of the Courts are 
shown to have traversed important 
jadministrative policies. ‘The sllver= 
purchase programme is in a slate of 
‘suspended animation and commands 
half-hearted support even from 
some of its former champions. 
Public opinion is described as 
actively hostile to the New Deal. 
President Roosevelt is not untversal- 
ly applauded when he attempts to 
vindicate his country's notions of 
neighbourliness; with some show of 
ogie it fs averred that militant auto- 
eracies are not the only sinners in 
disturbing the economic and 
political equanimity of other coun- 
trles in this modern world of in 
tense nationalism which finds ex- 
pression in isolation and tariff-mon- 
gering. Yet the President is able 
fo talk cheerfully of a reduced 
budget deficit, of the prospect of in- 
ereased revenue, and of a halt in 
the imposition of further taxation. 
He can airily admit that no pro- 
vision in his balanced budget has 
‘been made for additional work relief 
expenditures. This cheerful con- 
fidence Is not felgned. Mr. Roosevelt 
would not explolt his undoubted 
personal ascendancy so recklessly.

The task is 
lenormously complicated by the un- 
certainties which have dogged its 
footsteps since the war-cloud burst 
over East Africa. Much will depend 
‘on the singlemindedness with which 
its members adjust their own errors

‘The world has condemned the 
Hoare-Laval proposals as tend- 
ing to put a premium on agares- 
sion, ‘That condemnation arises 
from a conviction that the prin- 
ciples of the Covenant must prevail 
if worse breaches of international. 
jeoncord are not to occur. Stil}, in 
Japproaching the solution of ‘the 
problem it must be realized that 
misguided though her actions may 
have been, Italy should be helped 
to recover some sort of basle 
stability by every means short of 
condening those actions and infltet= 
ing unmerited damage on Ethiopia. 
The League's diMeulty will be to 
ignore certain considerations which 
must welgh heavily on the minds of 
statesmen who still cling to the 
methods of power diplomacy. Yet, 
juntess those considerations are re~ 
fiegated to the background. the 
‘League itself is undone, for it will 
‘at once become the mere instrument 
‘of the very system which it was 
designed to replace. If, for exe 
ample, a settlement is reached for 
the sole purpose of maintaining 
Italy's place in the balance of 
ropean power, the dangers of 
ultimate catastrophe oom large.

On practical 
grounds this moral issue can be 
solved, for Europe has far more to 
‘zain than to tose by vindicating the 
traditional fairness of her institu 
tions and the princinles of her his 
toric faith, For the British Govern- 
‘ment the way is clear: a remarkable 
‘outburst of national opinion has im- 
pressed upon it the paramount 
jelaims of loyalty to the Covenant 
Jand its underlying principles re 
ardless of purely imperinl reeds, 
In so far as the Covenant ts re- 
quired to restrain the activities of 
an impenitent Italy and the League 
itselt is prepared to observe cole 
lective procedure, the British Gov- 
ernment has full authority to make 
its voice heard in support of the 
Covenant at Geneva, Tt also is 
adjured to use the same Covenant in 
facilitating the beneficent oneration 
a senseless War by suit 
able negotiation.

In 
this connection itis interesting to note 
that Journalistic bodies have been 
considering a code of ethics which 
‘should govern the conduct of their 
‘members, and it Is apparent from the 
draft codes which have been made 
that there is a een realisation of the 
fact that the work of gathering news 
should be done In such a fashion a3 to 
igive the subjects of their inquiries 
the least possible inconvenience and 
annayance, Properly carried out such

CHIEF TAIL-WAGGER 


Dog-lovers will regret the pre- 
mature death of Captain Horace 
Edwin Hobbs who fell a vietlm to 
‘quinay Just before Christmas and died 
At his home in Buckinghamshire, 
Captain Hobbs—who served in the 
Gunners during the War—organized a 
National Dog Week in England in 
1020 and 1029. In 1991 he raised 
£20,000 for the rebuilding of the 
Canine Department of the Royal 
Veterinary College and the foundation 
of 1 Professorship of Canine Medicine 
and Surgery. His chief work was, 
however, the foundation and organiza- 
tion of the Tail-Waggers’ Clb which 
is now well-known all over the 
British Empire. It wos started by 
Captain Hobbs in 1028 for the pro- 
motion, of eanine welfare and the 
protection of the rights of dog-owners. 
‘Such was Captoin Hobbs' enthusiasm 
that in less than eighteen months the 
membership of the Club had reached 
‘total of 200,000, ‘To-day it has

ANDREW JACKSON

Jackson 
was a man of great force of character 
fnd ho litte turbulence, for not only 
id he Agure in a number of duels, 
but when in New Orleans after his 
victory, and a judge scught to resist 
hhis eppllcation of martial law, he 
banished the latter irom the town, 
for which Jackson was subsequently: 
fined. $1,000 for contempt of cout, 
a fine, which with Interest to date, 
‘was subsequently remitted under an| 
order from Congress in 1644, Of 
Jackson it has been said that he is 
‘the only president who left office mors| 
popular ‘than when he entered. it. 
When he became President he had 
‘no political opinions, but only some|

arly he left It strong, perfectly or-

\PRIESTS’ GRAPHIC TALE 
OF ESCAPE 


Ten Days’ March Through 
Snow: Short Rations 


Peiping, Jan. 0, 
A graphic story of how "thirteen 
Catholic missionaries escaped. trom 
Yenan, in Shensl, after being besieged 
for severe! months by the Reds, is 
fold in a despatel: received by the 
Lumen Agency. It will he recalled 
that, a few weeks ago, the same 
agency announced thai, after five 
month, the thirteen missionaries (ten 
Spanish Francizeans and three Chines 
) had escaped, ‘The. military 
Suthorities had announced that they 
would endeavour to evacuate them 
by alr, military measures having fall- 
fed, and it was presumed that this was 
thelr means of escape. “However, It 
x now learned that they escaped’ by 
making a long and arduous march, 
undertaken with part of tke Yenan 
garrison, 
‘Yenan, afler five months of sioge, 
was reduced to appalling elreum- 
Stanees, there being little. food and 








Uitte fel. Part of the garrison deter 


mined to try and march out and the 
missionaries accompanied them. ‘They 
left tke city at dead of night, marching 
rorthward, on which side were very 
fow Reds, “They tramred for five days 
on scanty provisions, and several 
Limes had skirmishes with small. Red 
bands. ‘The countryside was covered 
with snow, making iheir progress even, 
‘more dificult, 
‘An Ariuous March 


After a long mareh northward, they 
‘swung ‘eastward “and then. south. 
Forced marches during daylight often 
had to be continued at might, and 
during the frsb five days and ‘night: 
all rest taken had to be in the oren ale, 
Several of the soldiers died of cold 
Jand exposure, 

‘The second Ave days of thelr 
journey lay through» mountainous 
country, but they were then outside 
the Red area and were able tu get 
better and more food, while somo 
shelter at night usually ‘was found. 
During these ‘five days, some mules 
‘were availablo, and. the marching 
soldiers gave the missionaries six. be: 
tween ‘them, 

‘Throughout the march, which ended 
Jat Tungchow, in east Snensi, the ofl- 
jeers. of the ‘garrison showed them: 
selves very considerate of thelr 
‘missionary companions. After reach- 
ing Hancheng. tho expedition rested 
for a time and then pushed on (o 
JTungchow, near Tungkwan, The party 
Jmarched about 200 kllometres on thelt 
round-about journey. 

‘A Terrible Ordeat 


All the missionaries arrived alive, 
but all are greatly enfecbled, owing 
to the torrible ordeal of the fve 
‘months siege. ‘The group consists of 
Bishop Tbanez, Vicar Apostolic of 
jYenan, eight’ Spanish » Franciscan 
Fathers, one Spanish Franciscan 
Brother, two Chineso Franciscan 
priests," and ono Chinese secular 
priest. They report that the popula. 
tion of the Red-infested area through 
which they passed are suffering from 
famine, because proper cultivation 
hhas been neglected—Reuter.

It all bandits are Communists 
nowadays, then the Japanese would 
appear to have good warrant for 
their complaints about Comsnunism 
in North China. ‘The provinces. of 
Hopel and Chahar, formerly» in 
cluded in the "province _ of 
Shihli, which enjoyed the repupta- 
tlon of being one of the few prov- 
inces free from bandits, are now 
‘averrun by them in every direction. 
Bands under the leadership of men 
such as Liu Kucl-tang who, if not 
Actually protected by the Japanese, 
recelve curiously considerate treat- 
ment whenover they happen to 
wander across Into. Japanese-con~ 
trolled areas, are harassing _ the 
countryside in every direction. Prac~ 
Wally the whole of Chahar and the 
greater part of Hopel are now quite 
unsafe for travel anywhere off the 
allways, Even the Western Hills, a 
district so poor that it had hitherto 
‘been spared. the attentions of these 
frecbooting gentry, have now been 
invaded by them, ° 


‘The wrilor, who during the Christe 
mas holidays wad doing a trip in 
those hills with some friends, came 
neross traces of bandit activities, 
though luchily without meeting with 
the gentlemen themselves, Our in« 
tention was to follow up the Hun 
River through the hitls to Huailal on 
the Peking-Kalgan line, ‘The truth 
ig that we never even thought of 
bandits in those parts, Tad we been 
expecting anything of that kind, we| 
‘ought to have noticed that during the 
latter half of the first day's mareh, 
we did not sec the usual strings of 
mules and donkeys, nor even any 
other travellers going westwards in 
the same direction as ourselves, ‘The 
road was unusually deserted, but this 
‘we ascribed to the cold weather. 
One was $0 used to the peaceful 
aloofness of the hills, that we entire- 
ly’ failed ‘to draw the correct con- 
clusions nor troubled to make the 
necessary enquirl ‘A further: 
warning was offered us, when we 
mot men and women carrying babes 
in arms with small children toddling 
Behind them hastening in the oppo- 
site direction to ourselves, Even 
then we did not connect these ref- 
‘ugees with bandit activies. 








Belated Realtzation 


It was not tll we reached the 
village of Yenchih, about forty miles 
west of Pelping, just as dusk was 
falling, that’ we suddenly awoke, 
somewhat belatedly, to a ‘realization 
fof the situation. ‘The village was 
quite deserted; all the houses were 
Tocked and barred: not a single light 
was to be scen. A small group of 
cbviously uneasy male villagers 
adually collected around us, as we 
lopped outside the very dilapidated 
mple where we had hoped to find 
accommodation for the night, ‘They 
were dressed in their best clothes 

all wearing some kind of 
fur eaps oF felt hats. Ex- 
cept at weddings or funerals I had 
‘mover seen such well-dressed peas- 
ants, 


‘The temple being clearly uninhabit- 
able, at any rate in such cold weath~ 
er, ‘we asked for the tinn. We 
were told that it was closed. And 
it was then explained to us that a 
Yand of about 200 of Liv Kuel-tang’s 
merry men had captured the village 
of Tatsun, about ten miles to the 
north, on’ the previous evening and 
were ‘expected here at any moment. 
Everything at onco became clear: the 
dererted roads, the refugees, and the 
well-dressed group around ‘us. ‘The 
careful peasantry did not forget their 
belongings, even In these anxious 
‘moments, and had put on their best 
clothes, so that they could at least 
save these, if they had to fy at a 
moment's notice. Of course, at this 
‘opportune moment, our donkeymen 
cheerfully declared that they had 
Known about it all along. However 
there was no time to argue about 
that, Night was falling and we had 
to make up our minds at once what 
we were foing to do. ‘Three alter 
natives presented themselves, The 
villagers urged us to continue our 
march westwards to the next village 
‘about five Il away, assuring us that 
we should be safer there than in 
their village. Obviously they were 
desperately anxious to get rid of us. 


‘Added Inducements to Bandits 


No doubt they feared that the news 
of the presence of a caravan of 
foreigners might prove an added in- 
ducement to the bandits to attack 
thelr village. The last thing we 
‘wanted to do, however, was to go on 
westwards, as we knew from the map 
that this would have meant march- 
ing straight into, the lion's jaws. To 
remain in Yenchih was impossible; 
everything was closed up and there 
was nowhere to stay. We therefore, 
made up our minds very reluctantly 
for both man and beast were tired

‘The following morning ten more 
Jpeople were executed at Tienchico in 
the presence of a large crowd of 
spectators.

Besides the 24 men executed during 
the last three days, more than 300 
prisoners guilty of minor offences 
Ihave beer’ released on parole by the 
headquarters of the Peiping and TYeu 
sin.

F.M.C. Sanctions Adoption 
of New ’Phone Tariff 


Almost wo months after the 
‘Shanghai Municipal Council sanction 
‘ed the adoption of a new telephone 
{arift—whieh primarily featured the 
substitution of a message rate for the 
flat rate—the French Municipal 
Counell has now arrived at a similar 
conclusion, and the new rates will go 
{nto effect in. both the International 
Seltlement and the French Concession 
on March I. ‘This decision was 
Feached at a special meeting of the 
Couneit held on December 30. 

‘Among the points discussed at the 
‘meeting were’ the question of the 
number of telephones, both com~ 
‘nerelal and residential, in the Con- 
eession, the position taken by the 
Shanghai Munielpal Counell and its 
adoption of the Telephone Experts 
Feport, andl a special report submitted 
by" French ‘telephone experts, who, 
alter working In. close co-operation 
with the four employed by the Shang 
hal Municipal Counell, had arrived at 
a finding that was similar in all but 
8 few respects. 

Although a decision with rogard to 
the adoption of the message rate was 
arrived at by the end of the meeting, 
certain “questions concerning. the 
management of the Shanghal Tele- 
phone Co. are still perplexing the 
French Municipal Counell, anda final 
decision in this vegard has been 
reserved. 











Certain Objections 

‘These questions include the mutter 
of a sum paid by the local telephone 
company to the International ‘Tele- 
phone & ‘Telegraph Co, expenses of an 
office maintained by the company in 
New York, local obligations on’ the

NO JAPANESE BANK 
NOTES HERE 


Consul-General Allays Fears 
Among Chinese 


An oral statement designed te 
allay Chinese apprehension regarding: 
the use of the yen as the medium 
‘of payment by small Japanese mer- 
chants in Shanghai's Japanese 
‘quarter was made on Monday to the 
Domel by Mr, Taro Ishii, Consul- 
General here, 


‘A few Japancse merchants here, 
he sald, used in the past to quote 
rlees in yen for the convenience of 
arrivals from Japan. ‘This practice 
was recently adopted by’ other 
traders, 

‘This, Me, Ishil continued, does not 
mean ‘that payment must be made 
in Japanese currency, as Chinese 
money Is accepted by’ all Japanese 
merchants at the current raie of ex 
change, 

Tt is a misunderstanding, the 
Consul-General sald, to say that the 
Japanese merchants,’ who have adopt- 
fed the yen os a ‘medium of ex- 
cchenge, intend to substitute Japanese 
currency for Chinese. 

The Japanese Government, Mr. 
Ishit- explained, would not favour 
large exports of Japanese eurreney 
for use here, as on outflow of cur= 
Feney would affect the effective ap- 
plication of the Exchange Contro} 
Low. 

‘The Government, he added, does 
‘not contemplate, ‘contrary to er- 
roneous reporis ‘here, the issuance 
of Japanese banknotes in Shanghai,

British Steamer in the Wrong 


Judgment in the action brought by 
the Royal Iialian Government, as 
the owner of the gunboat Lepanto, 
against the British steamship Hope- 
rai, to recover damage caused by 
Collision between the two ships at, 
Sbout. 1025 pam, on October 9, 1934, 
inthe Lower Yangtze River, was 
given’ by Judge A. G. Mossop in 
FEM. Supreme Court last Wednes~ 
day morning. 

‘His Lordship found that the Hope- 
rag’ war alone to blame for 
collision and the resulting damage, 
‘and entered judgment accordingly. 
Costs. of the damage he said would 
be assessed by the Registrar and 
costs of the ease would be borne by 
the defendants and based on a scale 
aeeording to the amount found by 
the Registrar. 

‘Mr, John MeNeill, assisted by Dr. 
‘A. Albin, conducted the ease for 
the plaintif, and Mr. A. E. Seddon 
represented ‘the defendant, The case | 
Started. in chambers but later was. 
taken into court and on Monday, 
November 4, was adjourned sine die 
for the judgment to be given. 

‘Judgment. roads:— 

‘This is an action brought by the 
Royal’ Itallan Government, asthe. 
‘owner of the gunboat " Lepanto, 
against ° the British steamship. 
Hopeerag, (0 recover the dam: 
eauzed by a collision between these 
two ships which occurred at about 
1025 pam. on October 9, 1934, in the 
Lower Yanglze River. ‘The Lepanto— 
Tength about 250° ond drawing 11°6" 
“at the time of the collision was at 
‘anchor, heading to the | down- 
Stream’ current, inthe vieinlty of 
Chichun City, whieh $s situate on the 
Jett bank of the river at the lower 
‘end of Ward Reach and about 90 
miles Below Hankow. She was rid- 
Ing to her port anchor with nearly 
100 metres ‘of chain out, and had 
taken up this anchorage at 1.10 p.m. 
that day. ‘The, Hopeerag—single 
serew, Jength 308%, beam 507", and 
drawing ? forward and 12° aft—at| 
the time of the collision was pro- 
eeeding in ballast on a voyage from 
Hankow to Chinwangtuo, Her engine 
speed was 10 knots and, as th 
Strength of the current in the chanel 
was about 4 knots, she was proceed:

‘According to the plaintif's case the 
Lepanto was In a proper and safe

normally ust raMe, She was] 
exhibiting the regulation lights re- 
quired by Article 11 of the Regula- 
tlons for Preventing Collisions at 
Sea" to be exhibited by vessels of 
‘more than 150 feet in length when 
fat anchor, In these cireumstances 
the ‘masthead lights ond green side 
light" of a steamship, which proved 
to be the Hopecrag, were observed 
ead ahead distant about 200 metres. 
‘The Hopecrag appeared to be turn- 
ing to. starboard as her green side 
light, soon disapoeared, and shortly 
after being first sighted’ the port bow 
of the Hopecrag, struck the stem of 
the Lepanto, carrying away the 
latter's port ‘anchor and chain and 
‘causing her other damage. 

‘According to the defence, the: 
Lepanto. was anchored about 1% 
cables off the left bank of the river, 
Gnd such anchorage. was improper 
‘and dangerous In that it was in a 
harrow chanel at a bend of the 
river In the falrway of other vessels 
proceeding up and down. At that 
Place vessels orocesding down-river 
must be on starboard helm to. round 
the bend of the river, and navigation 
there is rendered especially difieult 
by the current. Further, at the time 
of the collision and previously thereto, 
‘the Lepanto was ‘exhibiting bright 
eonfusing and non-rogulation Tights 
thereby, contrary to Article 1 of the 
Regulations, obscuring her forward 
riding light, By reason of such 
‘obscuration the forward riding light 
fof the Lepanto only beeame identi- 
fable as stich, by those on board the 
Hopecrag, when the ships were abo 
fone cable apart. Further, such for- 
ward riding light wos less than 20 
feat above the Lepanto's hull, and 
below the top of hes bridge super- 
structure, and the Eepanto. thereby 
failed 10 conform to Asticle 11 of the 
Regulations as to height and visibility 
of riding lights, “In these | cir- 
umstanees those on board the Hope- 
era were led into mistaking th 
Tights of the Lepanto for those of 
ship proceeding down-river and head~ 
ing towards the left bank of the| 
river. In consequenc2 of such mis- 
take the Hopecrag was headed 
towards the right side of the river 
with the object of overtaking and 
passing the Lepanto on that side. 
When those on board the Hopeerag| 
identifed the Lepanto's forward rid-|

Ine, gave evidence that in July 1034 
he hada business transaction with

that month, and I placed with him 
verbal instructions to buy for me, 
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through the Finance Corporation, 30 
shares of Douglas Aircraft at 16¥4, 
‘Subsequently I purchased a draft 
‘on New York for G$507.60 through 
the Shanghai office of the National 
City Bank, and received trom the 
Finance Corporation a letter of 
notification that the shares had been 
purchased. ‘The draft was in favour 
of the AO.FC. From time to time 
1 received statements from the Cor- 
poration setting out the position of 
my account with them, On Decem- 
ber 31, 1934 a Statement of Account, 
accompanied by a ‘Confirmation of 
the customer's position’ was also 
received, the latter document being 
signed by a rubber stamp “J, Warner 
Brown.’ Between March 31, 1938, 
and May 24, 1995, the date’ when 
the Corporation closed down, no 
further communication or statement 
was received. 

Dr. Sellett: Was that draft when 
you transmitted it to the defendants 
your property?—Yes, 

Did you ever get’ that dratt back 
from the A.O.F.C.?—No. 

Did they ever repay to you the 
proceeds pf that draft?—No. I have 
received no payments whatever from 
the A.O.PC. ‘That was the only 
business I have ever had with that 
Corporation, 

‘The Judge: Did you ever get he 
stock? —No. 

Have you ever called for, oF 
enquired about, your stock?—No. T 
don't know where it is, and T have 
never received it. 

‘Dr, Sellett: Did you ever authorize 
in writing, or verbally, the A.O.F.C. 
or either of these defendants 
hypothecate any shares of “Douglas 
Aircraft Corporation belonging to| 
‘you?—No. ° 

Did you ever authorize the A.O.P. 
in any way, or either of these de-

they were holding for my account 
those shares, and I have never dis- 
puted in any way the correctness of 
the accounts rendered to me. 

‘Mr, Evans: You know that the 
Douglas Aircraft has annual meet. 
ings: didn’t it surprise you, if you 
thought that your shares were re- 
ulstered in your name on the books 
fof that company, that you never 
received a notice of the annual 
mecting?—It never occurred to me. 

‘William Rodgers Marchman, em= 
ployed by the Shanghai office of the 
National City Bank, Ine, for the past 
18 months, produced” the bank's 
“Purchased Drafts” ledger, showing 
the transaction which the previous 
witness had had with his bank, and 
that he purchased a draft on New 
York for G$507.60. » Witness gave a 
complete and detailed description of 
this draft, which Dr, Sellett informed 
the gudge he intended to prove was

, Making Possible To-morrow’s Surplus

Mr. Roosevelt said, na 
“it we proceed alone this path, the 
programme will continue to. be sue 
cessful, sand we ean anticipate a con- 
tinued reduction of defiels and in- 
ereased tax. receipts, together wit) 
declining expenditures for relief,” the 
President stated in his message. 

‘Government finances are in 
best condition in. seven years 
eredit Is’ at its highest point. . 
ope that the attacks which ‘spring 
from a desire for political and finan= 
elal power on the part of a few wil! 
not retard the steady progress of the 
nation," he said. 

Indications are that expenditures 
of the Federal Government for the 
1936 seal year will be $875,000,000 
below estimates, while receipts will 
‘be $419,000,000 ‘above estimates, the 
President declared.

'$5,009,000,000 Needed 


For the fiscal year 1937, President 
Roosevelt declared, “I will need 
$5,069,000,000 to run all regular activi- 
ties of the Government, including 
public works, operation of the 
Interest on the public debt, the major 
Civilian Conservation Corps and the 
items for relict of agriculture, 1 
expect to pay for these regular activi- 
ties with estimated receipts of $5,054, 
000,000, leaving excess receipts of 
'$585,000,000, of which we will need 
'$580,000,000' for debt retiroment, This 
‘will leave $5,000,000,000, atter paying 
for all regular, expenditures plus 
debt retirement.” 

‘Thus, without the relief item, the 
budget’ will be balanced, the Prosi 
dent pointed out. He doclared that 
it would be dimeult to forecast the 
extent of relief needs because of the 
Fecentness of the: inauguration of a 
work-rellet programme and also be- 
eause private employment was con 
Hinuing to gain substantially.

Mass Mysteria Among Factory Girls 
‘An extraordinary outbreak of mass 
nyster ina. Melbourne 
factory last weck when eighty girls 
Jeecame panie-stricken, ‘The girls 
jwere working quietly when one be- 
wan to seream. Within a minute 
most of the other girls were fainting, 
screaming, erying, wringing thelt 
bands or running ' about in terror. 
One girl was admitted to hospital 
fand about twenty others recrived 
treatment from ambulance officers. 
Work was stopped at the factory for 
three hours, but even at the end of 
that time some of the girls were 
junable to resume work. Eighty girls 
sat at sewing machines, making wom- 
en's underwear. The drone of the 
‘machines rose above all other sounds. 
Completed garments and rolls of| 
‘material of many colours, were scat- 
ered about the room. All the win 
dows of the factory were open, giv- 
ing plenty of light and air, but the 
morning was unusually “hot and 
‘A dead rat had evidently died in 
2 ‘confined space above the ceiling 
near one corner of the factory and 
ts presence had become noticeable. 
The caretaker of the building came 
to remove it. He tied a plece of 
material around his face, climbed 
ladder and commenced to remove a 
small section of the ceiling. As far 
‘8s can be ascertained, none vt the 
feirls even saw the rai, though they 
were following the carctaker's move- 
ments with some interest, Suddenly 
there was a scream, the bewildered 
caretaker looked down and the girls 
ooking up saw his masked face. 


No one was afterwards able to ex- 
plain what happened, but at once 
there was an outbrevic of zhril; eries. 
‘A wave of hysteria scemed to sweep 
through the "factory. Even senior 
operatives succumbed to. it. "Male 
Jemployees of the factory and oc.

Dingo Hunters and Natives 

Mr, Jan Tdriess, an Australian au- 
thor has recenily described the 
country, the dingo-hunters and the 
shorigines of the Anna Plains dis- 
triet in tho far Northwest of Aus- 
fralia, from which district he has 
Felurned after a trip through the 
Northern ‘territory. Which took him 
several months, 

Tn these vasi open spaces, ¢ hard 
ttle crowd of men work as dingo 
shooters. ‘The price of scalps aver~ 
‘ages £2 cach, and these men can 
make a living at nothing else but 
shooting and polsoning dingoes, When 
out in the desert they camp at native 
wolls where the dingoes congregate, 
A whole host of dingoes gather at 
{these water holes, perhaps trom miles 
faround, A dingo polsoner there gets 
Ja good haul by throwing bait round 
the well. As one well area Is polson- 
ed or shot out, the dingo. hunter 
packs his camels, fills his water cans 
feens and rides ‘across the desert to 
the next water. 

In this district the natives ore a 
wonderful race of desert animals. 
Little, as sinewy as trained grey- 
fnounds, they ean travel when hard 
pressed for 100 miles after drinking 
thelr last water.” ‘They are not T 
such an advanced state as the coastat 
natives, They live mostly on roots, 
fof which there is a surprising varie: 
ty. These natives are probably the 
hardiest race inthe world. ‘They 
can only go about in small bands, of 
two, three or four family. groups,” Tn 
such a way a tribe is spilt up over & 
wide area of country. When the 
north gels ils rainy season and the 
desert gots is tiny showers or d

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NAPIER OF MAGDALA 
By Kunmos 


On Tuesday falls the anniversary 
of the death of Lord Napier of 
Magdala, who was the leader of the 
British ‘expedition to Abyssinia 
which necomplished its mission in- 
side a few months. ‘Though it is in 
connection with ‘his exploits in 
Abyssinia that his memory is now 
recalled, that expedition was only 
fan incident in a most eventful 
career, most of which was spent in 
India.’ ‘There he served with the 
British in the two wars that ended 
in the conquest of the Sikhs, 
throughout the Indian mutiny wien 
he played a most conspicuous role, 
and in various expeditions to 
Burma, He was also one of the ex- 
edition sent to China in 1860 under 
Sir Hope Grant, and took part in the 
action at Sinho, the storming of the 
Peiho forts, and the final entry into 
Poking. This expedition has-been 
described as “the most. successful 
and the best carried out of Britain's 
little wars.” It lasted three months, 
‘The Abyssinian episode was all over 
in six months, Robert Cornelis 
Napier was a son of Major Charles 
Frederick Napier, who received 
wounds at the storming of Meester 
Cornelis in Java from which he 
later died. Presumably his son was 
named after the  engagement— 
Cornelis, His son was born in 
Columbo, Ceylon, and educated for 
the Bengal Engineers, which he 
Joined in 1928, In those days ‘the 
British in India were represented 
by the East India Company, which 
maintained its own army composed. 
largely of Indian troops officered by 
Britons and with a stiffening of 
white soldiers, especially in the 
artillery, ‘They were kept busy, and 
the eventual Lord Napier had not 
been in the country long before he 
had seen the two wars with the 
Sikhs and was severely wounded in, 
one of them. 

Napier served through the 
dangerous years that led up to the 
Indian mutiny, being chiefly en- 
gaged in irrigation projects, the 
laying out of the hill station at, 
Darjeeling, and the planning of a 
new type of cantonment for whites 
which afterwards bore his name. 
He was in the thick of it when the 
Indian mutiny flared out in all. its 
savagery, and took a prominent part 
in its suppression, No one can say 
that there had not been ample 
warning that a mutiny might cecur, 
and that the outbreak proved s0| 
costly in British life and property 
‘was largely the fault of the authori~ 
ties concerned. ‘There had been, 
smaller mutinies among the Indian 
troops from time to time—mutinies. 
which were ruthlessly suppressed in 
view of the small proportion of 
white soldiers to sepoys employed 
by the East India Company, ‘The 
causes of the mutiny were partly 
military and partly racial. Sepoys 
were cnlisted under much less 
favourable terms than they had been 
in the early days of the company, 
‘The native cavalryman was expected 
to provide his own horse and 
provender, and the mounted units 
were, therefore, in debt almost to 
a man, ‘There were also numerous 
religious causes for dissatisfaction. 
One of them was the fear among 
‘the Hindu sepoys that they might 
lose caste by being shipped overseas 
for warfare in Persia. ‘The Indian 
government of the day did not take 
sufficiently into account these re- 
ligious and social feelings, and in 
addition antagonized the native 
prinees by Interfering with the suc~ 
cession to different thrones, The 
Brahmins were offended by the pro- 
hibition of suttee—the burning of a 
widow on her husband's funeral 
pyre—and the Mohommedans were 
made resentful by a reassessment of 
land values which the powerful 
landowning class considered was 
unfair to thelr interests. 

It needed only a spark to set this 
inflammable material ablaze and 
that spark was provided when the 
government Introduced a new type 
of greased cartridge, which the 
Hindus feared was smeared with the 
fat of the cow and .the Moham- 
‘medans believed was smeared with 
pork fat, ‘Then followed the succes- 
sion of outbreaks, massacres, gallant 
defences by small garrisons, battles 
in which a few thousand’ British 





soldiers routed three times their 
number of well trained Indians, and 
the final suppression of the mutiny’ 
jand the change in the status of the 
Indian government from the com- 
pany to the crown, In all of these 
events Napier was to the fore. 
When Sir James Outram led a force 
to the relief of the small band of 
British men, women, and children, 
[besieged in the residency at Luck- 
now, Napier accompanied him as 
secretary and adjutant-general., 
‘The operations for the relict were 
under the actual control of Sir 
Henry Havelock who was much 
hampered by sickness and the’ 
smallness of his force. He defeated 
the mutincers at Mangalwar, how- 
ever, and again at Alam’ Eagh, 
Napier distinguishing himself in the 
fatter operation. Finally, with two 
{thousand men, he cut his way ‘o the 
residency, but found that, with 
fifteen hundred noncombatants on 
hhis hands, his foree was insufficient 
to take him out again, so the siege 
/was resumed on a larger scale. The 
defenders were, however, better 
able to repulse ‘the besiegers than 
before, and held out until relieved 
by Sir Colin Campbell, who with- 
drew the garrison and the women | 
‘and children from the residency. 
Napier, however, took little share 
in the celebrations of victory, as he 
was severely ‘wounded’ while 
[crossing an open space with Outram 
and Havelock to meet Sir Colin’ 
‘Campbell. 





For his services during the attack 
‘on Lueknow and the siege, Napier 
was made a C.B. and was most 
favourably mentioned in despatches. 
He recovered from his wounds in 
time {to join Sir Hugh Rose, who| 
with ‘great courage and daring Ied. 
‘a division in a series of quick eam= 
aigns against overwhelming odds, 
‘and inflicted defeats upon leaders of | 
the rebellion that caused theie com- 
plete collapse. Rose abandoned the: 
leautious policy favoured by leaders 
who had preceded him, and never'| 
hesitated to attack any mutincers 
ho matter how great their number. 
The result was some conspicuous 
vielories that not only inflicted 
heavy losses on the mutineers but 
‘also sapped the prestige of their 
chiefs. Napier himself led a band 
of seven hundred men in pursuit 
of Tantia Topi, one of the biggest 
of the rebel leaders, and completely’ 
routed him and twelve thousand 
men he had with him. On Sir 
Hugh Rose's departure, Napier was 
entrusted with his command, and 
carried on in the same brilliant 
manner, routing more of the rebel 
chieftains and finally securing the 
surrender of Man Singh and Tantia 
Topi, two of the principals, which 
ended the war. For his services| 
Napier received the thanks of 
[Parliament ana the Indian govern- 
ment and was made a K.C.B. 

His visit to this country took place 
a few years later. He was ap- 
pointed to command the 2nd. 
Division under Sir Hope Grant that 
|was sent here to co-operate with the 
French. ‘This war arose from the 
Joutrage known as the “Arrow” af- 
fair, in which the British demanded 
satisfaction over the seizure ot the 
loreha Arrow and her crew and 
leventually captured Canton in 
lorder to enforce their demands. 
was determined to carry the war'| 
into the area most intimately af- 
{fecting the Chinese imperial house- 
hold, and Lord Elgin, then special 
Jambussador to China, determined to|

Typhoons Along the China Coast: Difficulties in 
Weather Forecast: Winter Thunderstorms

‘There are many who think that 
every rain is a depression, and if on 
top of the Bund Signal ‘Tower. no 
signa! is ‘disployed they tell. thelr 
{lends, the Observatory has mode a 
mistake and they will show you. in 
the weather reports barometric values 
fo confirm thelr opinion. | Quite. 
admitting that the forecast work is by 
‘ho means infallible, but is sclentifcal- 
ly caleulated, we must say that many 
times theso depressions do not exist, 
It the word depression must keep its 
selentife meaning. 

‘The reason is that there are dit- 
ferent types of rain. We think: that 
quite suMelent cataloguing Js to 
admit—"eyclonie “rains;" —-diseon- 
Unulty or frontal rains” and. “eon 
veetional rains.” 

‘The cyclonic rains themselves be- 
tong to two types; the depression rain 
and the typhoon rains and there are 
two different types of cyclones, 
namely the oxtra-tropfeal (we call 
‘them depressions) and the tropleal 
(we call them typhoons), 

In the extra-tropieal eyelones or de- 
pressions, rain Is eaused by the mixing 
of enveloping cold alr with warm alr. 
Until there is dofinite data proving 
that over the weather charts 1 warm 
and a cold soctor exists, to speak of 
4 depression, isa quite fre propesl- 
tion.

Depressions In China 


In China these depressions develop 
most of the timo over the South- 
western provinces and move East oF 
ENE-ward, Many times they are not 
really formed depressions until they

Tn the southwest part of these 
pressions just before the showery type 
thoro fs frequently a short duration of 
thundery rain, ‘$0 much that for 
alreratt it ts safor fo pass a depression 
centre flying through the North part 
fof it as they will avold these dan- 
yorous ups and downs duo to the 
thundery clouds. 

‘This explains how even In Shoughal 
in winter we get thunderstorms. some- 
{imes quite vivid, although short tived. 
Novertholess theso thunderstorms fol- 
tow the deprestion-contr al! atong ts 
track, 

‘Tho other type of eyclonine rain Is 
caused by the tropteal eyelone, 


Momogencous ‘Tropleal Alr 


‘This rain Is of the showory type and 
fat Mest is intermittent, squally and as 
the contre gets nearer, the squalls are 
‘more frequent and the rain heavier. 
‘There seems to be a period of five to 
eight seconds in the suceessives 
showers, as in thls case the rain makes 
the wind. ‘The typhoon core being 
homogencous tropieal trade alr (at least 
at the surface and most probably also 
up to about 2,000 metres), the dis 
tribution of rain is almost lhomo- 
geneous all round the eyclone. 

‘Thundery showers are absent; they 
are present only In the outskirts of 
the typhoon and so do not belong to 
the thermodynamles of this kind of 
atmospheric disturbance. Only when 
‘2 (yphoon Is decreasing and filing up, 
fs there a thundery display, as then 
another type of air stream is mixing, 
with the former homogeneous trade 
alr core. 

‘The quantity of rain to be expected 
with a depression centre can reach 
50 millimetres in 24 hours. With a 
typheon 400 to even 00 millimetres 
can be reckoned with, In the same 24 
hour interval. Another difference 
with the depression is that a typhoon 
Alls up when crossing the continent; 
then the heaviest rain downpours are 
registered and this deluge can last 
several days flooding the district 


Discontinulty Rain 


‘A second type of rain is frontal or 
discontinuity rain and many mistake 
this depression. ‘The 

ir streams are different 
and when gliding one over the other 
‘or simply bordering each other, con- 
densation sets in either os a steady 
Grlzzle or as Intermittent showers. 
‘This line of contact as a rule Is not 
very large. and $0 it explains the fact, 
that often in Shanghai (probably local 
town effect) we get rainy weather,

while at Gutzlaff or even Woosung the 
sun is shining. 

‘This line or frontal border exists 
almost all year long between the 
colder and dricr alr from Siberia or 
[Mongolia end tho warmer and damper 
fair coming from Indo-China NE-ward. 

Sonietimes only a fragment of this 
]warmer and damper air stream seems 
to be floating over our skies above the. 
junderlying colder and deler alr. ‘This 
will cause a fall of pressure (as the 
barometer gives the “weight” of the 
Jair column aloft) and one wrongly 
jwilt call this a depression. “Tt is a 
moving low ‘area without any real 
Jeyetone centre. ‘This fact has been 
Jackowledged elsewhere and the tem- 
perature reports from the alr lines 
have confirmed many times our con- 
Jeeption against any depression. fore- 
least, ‘Modern meteorology is becom- 
Ing three-dimensional and one should 
leonsider it under this angle, 

‘We admit that there Is too much 
lconfusion in meteorological terms 30 
that these tines will help to un 
derstand the dally forecasts, The 
monsoon rain should be classed with 
thls type of frontal oF dlscontinulty 








Convectlonal Thunder Storms 

‘A third type of rain is the convece 
tional rain, “This happens mostly in 
jsummer and the thunder storm is the 
Jelassieal form of it. ‘This kind of rain 
fhas two moments. The first cne is 
jeaused by the sudden and accelerated 
luprush of warm alr and gives those 
well known big thundery drops. ‘Then 
feome the crashes of thunder and the 
downward rush of heavy cold air and 
lexceedingly heavy showers. As this 
Jdouble motion of the air layers will 
Jcontinue until exhsusted and damped 
out, these two types of convectional 
ain will succeed each other accord- 
‘ingly. 

‘The last and dying out waves of this 
Jaisturbance will be revealed by the 
passing mammato-cumulus clouds. The 
heaviest cloud burst of this type reg- 
istered In Zikawei gave 47 mil- 
fimetres in about ‘fifteen minutes. 

Hoping that these. lines will in- 
terest the readers of this rather short 
article, we must add that the forma- 
tion of rain is still a rather unknown 
Jphenomenon. But this question would

From 
the day hostilities began when the 
news interest shifted from Addis, 
Ababa to the alleged fronts, they 
‘were completely isolated from eurrent 
Jevents. No correspondent was allowed 
to movo out of the capital in any 
direction except by the rallway tead- 
Ing to the coast. All. were refused 
permission to joln the “armies” in the 
‘eld. This is understandable for the 
‘operations are no more than African 
‘tribal warfare on a big scale, ‘The 
wild tribesmen Rate ali whites and 
even partiatly civilized ~ European 
trained soldiers in Addis Ababa. de- 
spite the Emperor's striet injunction, 
when the Italians had left, frequently 
showed thelr objection to the doctrine 
that all Europeans remaining in the 
country were friends. 

“There aro no communications of 
any kind between the fronts and the 
feapltal exept an uneertain land 
tolegraph line to some provincial 
towns and a few short wave radio 
sets installed at chieftains’ head- 
quarters. There are no roads, tele- 
phones, post offices, no towns worthy 
Of the name.” In these conditions it 
was obviously impossible for corre- 
spondente to do their jobs anywhere 
in the interior. Only last week the men 
remaining In Addis Ababa wore told 
that they could go as far as Dessie, a 
mountain hamlet where the Emperor 
‘was supposed to establish his fleld 
headquarters, but that they did. so 
at thelr own risk. Some thirty 
Pushed off after six weeks" waiting. 
‘nine postponcments and four false 
starts. ‘They went with expensive 
mule trains, lorries and old cars. 
carrying their own food, tents, medical 
supplies and even drinking water and 
water fer thelr alstomobiles.”

January —Tremendous activity 
may now be noted among the birds 
of our gardens, as distinguished from 
those migrants “and winter visitors 
whien “are more generally to be 
lobserved in the surrocnding country. 
In particular, our Blackbirds fores 
themselves upon my notice by their 
present belligerent attitude: two 
weeks ago 1 counted elght Blackbirds 
feeding in my garden quite peace: 
fully; but during the past few days 
fa distinet change has faken place ii 
{their bebsviour. To begin ‘with, 
hear thelr song more often; but much 
more important is the fact that they 
fare Aghting dally for thelr ithe 
place in the sun.” To my mind this 
Jean only mean that they have sensed 
the fact that next Spring is not far 
away, and each male is already lay- 
Ing, plans ‘to ght for” a suitable 
territory in whicly (o instal his future 
mate, “The fact that he insists on 
singing too, is ominous. . . for is not 
song always a concomitant of warlike 
operations? Men sing as they go out 
to Nght: horses neigh, asses bray and 
snakes hiss when excited... s0 why 
should not birds sing? “No Bulbul 
begins or ends a fight without a 
janatch of song, and when the Black- 
birds begin to sing you may know 
that thovghts of Spring are’ in the 
air... even two- months or more 
ahicad of the time, ‘The most interest= 
‘ing phenomenon in the ‘case of the 
Blackbirds Js, perhaps, the abundant 
evidence that they hive an exaggerat- 
ed sense of “lerritorial rights": even 
now, with Spring so far behind, they 
‘are fighting ilkee demons for the sole 
rights of water and food in the 1itle 
lerritories they have chosen. ‘To my 
mind they are the mast obvious fol 
lowers of Plato who declared. that 
“might “is right, and justice the 
Interest of the stronger”: for this 
theory certainly scems to work out 
correctly in the case of birds!

eighth century. This also embodied 
a revival of the study of forgotten 
Classics “of the medicine of Greece, 
Such as Galen's Anatomy in Arabian 
transtation, Tn. the following period 
up to the thirteenth century the His- 
pano Moresque culture was a domina- 
Eing influence throughout the whole 
‘of Europe, and not least in the devel- 
ping selences of the medical art 
‘The names of many searce-remember- 
ed worthies are recalled: Aben Gueft 
(died 1074) 9 physician of ‘Toledo 
who. practised a rational streatment 
based on diet; Atbueasis (died 1100) 
whose treatise displayed advances in 
surgery and in Latin translations held 
lace of authority for nigh two hun- 
Gred years; Avenzoar (died 1162) and 
hhis pupit Averrocs. (died 1198) were 
Known’ as most earned physicians 
‘who taught as well as practised. Great 
fest name of all of the period was 
the Jewish philosopher and physician 
Maimonides’ (died 1200 who was 
driven from Spain by religious perie- 
cation, for a while in Fez, then in 
Palestine and later in Egypt. where 
mostly he pursued his studies in 
medicine, ‘which brought him such 
Fenown that he was honoured with 
the confidence of both those great 
heroes of history and romance, Sali 
din and Richard Coeur-de-Lion. 

Under the influence of the Arabian 
clvilization, hospitals were established 
fy Spain where not only was treat 
‘ment of disease carried on, but clini- 
al. eduention ond medieal learning 
were pursued with the ald of well 
equipped: libraries. Schools of trans- 
Tallon by which knowledge of medi- 
sine was made widely available by 
Vineulsts, often Jows, proficient in 
Arable, Hebrew, Spanish, as well as 
Latin and Greek. were active in Spain 
up to. the. thirteenth century. A 
‘sclontific outlook as distinct from a 
theologieal view of epidemic disease 
'e found in the Spanish-Arabian trea- 
tise "On Plague” where Tnt'l-Khatib 
(ied 1374) ‘observes:

which Is essential for experimental 
research In selence.”
